fers from the ordinary type of
ringworm in that it is not only
very contagious but difficult to
cure, Dr, Kenneth H. Sutherland,
assistant county health officer,
said that it is probable that
there may be other children in
the community similarly infected
since this' type of fungus infec-
tion of the hair begin to break
off and “bald” patches appear.

In. the early stages of this in-
fection the fungus can be detect-
ed only by use of a “dark light”
which, in a blacked-out room, will
cause the affected hairs to glow
with a greenish-yellow fluores-
cence.
